- VALUE OF ADLER AND SINGER 
PERFORMANCES. 


A 


_ What has the success of R. B. 8. Le Fanu 
in the Irish Motor Racing Club's “' round- 
the-houses ' race been worth to the importers 
of the Adler car? The prize money and the 
trophy are of little account, from a trading 
point of view, as compared with the valuable 
publicity received, 

Very few people in Ireland had ever heard 
of the Adler before Saturday’s race, Now 
its name is known throughout the country, 
and, what is more important, when the Adler 
is mentioned its name will be coupled with a 
racing success. Pushed home with judicious 
advertising, the achievement at Bray should 
be worth hundreds of pounds and months of 
ploneer work to the Adler interests in the 
Irish Free State. 

Mr. R. Briscoe, T.D., who entered the 
car, tackled the race in a serious way. His 
management of the pit played almost as great 
a part in the victory as Le Fanu’s driving. 

And what of the Singer achievement? The 
two Le Mans models were brought in a few 
days before the race, their engines being 
“run in" just in time for the official prac- 
tising. . The other was a perfectly standard 
touring job. With those cars they won the 
Feighery Cup and the team prize, being the 
only three of the same make in the finish. 
The drivers were C. W. Taylor, J. F. Suther- 
land and 8. Spratt. 

To those who study racing, this success 
stands for reliability. It was the fact that 
their team always finished, quite as much as 
their speed, which did Talbots so much good 
when they resumed racing about five years 
ago. It was team work which put the seal 
on the reputation of Royal Enfield motor 
cycles when they raced in the Isle of Man, 


LESSONS OF SUCCESS, 


In the case of the Singers, three men who 
had never raced before brought home a team 
of cars at satisfactory EN . There must 
be “ good stuff’’ in the cars. To finish one 
car in a gruelling race like that at Bray is

a foreign substance getting into his eye and 
forcing him to slacken his speed.

A word of commendation is due to G. 
White, who finished third in an M.G. The 
closing duel between McCalla and Le Fanu 
so absorbed attention that the third man was 
apt to be forgotten. White’s was one of the 
most consistent performances in the race. 


THE TOURIST TROPHY. 


Following discussions with the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders, the R.A.C. 
has decided to broaden the handicap upon 
which the Tourist Trophy Race will be run 
by the inclusion of additional classes. 

The original handicap was based on the 
seven international classes between 750 c.c. 
and 8,000 c.c., in accordance with previous 
custom. It was pointed out to the R.A.C., 
on behalf of the manufacturers, that these 
class divisions were somewhat arbitrary, and 
would inflict hardship on entrants who might 
desire to compete with standard sports type 
cars which did not follow the international 
classes. 

The R.A.C. immediately met the point, 
and a revised handicap is now being pre- 
pared which will include classes for those 
cars not catered for in the original handicap. 

Some people are remarking that it will 
now be possible for every make of car to 
win its own class in the T.T.!

The 
financial losses on the Irish Grand Prix meet- 
ings may have dulled the ardour of some of 
them for sporting events. Still, now we have 
a club running car races without losing a 
penny—up to the present, anyway.

Sheep Shearing. 


Walking in Wicklow the other afternoon 
I overtook a shepherd near Rathnew. He 
was driving a flock of freshly-sheared 
sheep. He told me that he and his 
assistants had removed the forty-five coats 
in the forenoon. They used two of the 
mechanically-propelled clipping .aachines, 
which did the work in record time. In the 
old days sheep-shearing by hand was a 
tedious process, and the clumsy clippers 
frequentiy cut the skin oí the animals. 
Now, however, the wool is clipped close to 
the skin’ without the slightest trace of the 
unsightly ‘‘ hills and hollows’”’ left by the 
old-fashioned method. The drover ex- 
plained that wool is now a valu 'ble com- 
modity. Prices, it appears, are consider- 
ably higher than in former years. Most of 
it is, however, bought for export to the 
English market. 


Che Way to School. 


Every morning as I walk into town, 
writes a friend, I meet a procession of 
children of all ages, sizes and descriptions 
on their way to school. It is very amus- 
ing to watch the different types and to 
listen to the disjointed scraps of conversa- 
tion as they pass.

type, who walk along busily scanning 
lesson books and trying if they have 
memorised the piece, of poetry or tables 
which they must repeat in class.

It is a 
good thing. that the parents cannot bee the 
fate whgm befalls the school equipment 
with which they adorn their children, or, 
perhaps, when they view the tattered 
objects, they remember that they, too, 
helped to break the monotony in a similar 
fashion. One game which I often watch 
consists in running a few yards, then 
dumping a satchel or case on the footpath 
and jumping over it, and then running 
back to pick it up. This appeared to be 
repeated the whole way. I hope all the 
school clocks in my locality are not too 
much up to time, as I fear many of my

DEMAND FOR RELIEF 
— | 

Commenting on Mr. MacEntee’s Budget 
statement, ' ithe Irish Vintner and Licensed 
Givocer ’’ states that the Minister for Financo 
sti‘ted that the increase of £270,000 from the 
Exc:se beer duty was £172 900 more than the 
yield for 1951-02. but he did not say that 
the yield in 1931-32 was £668,600 below, or 
20.7 per cent. less than, that for 1930.31. 

‘dhe consumption of spirits has fallen 
from 972,000 proof gallons in 1925 te 683,400 
gallons in 1993, involving a loss to the Ex- 
vwhequer of over £1,000,000. The increase in 
the veer duty yield will need to make titanic 
strides to off-set the loss, to say nothing of 
the loss entailed by the decline in the 
revenue from beer itself. The Minister did 
not say that the consumption of wines has 
fallen from 895,000 gallons in 1925 to 457,000 
in 1932-3—a drop of almost 50 per cent. 

“H we include spirits, the drink industry 
accounts for 21.7 of our total exports ‘for 
1935.”’ 

The editorial continues :— 

“ By extractin 
toms, Excise and licence), a prodigious sum 
of money yearly, the State places the ir- 
dustry in. a unique position. How important 
that position is may be gauged from the fact 
that the revenue derived in 1931 from the 
manufacture. distriLution and consumption of 
drink was 26.2 per cent. of the total revenue 
(tax and non-tax) of the State—a sum greater 
than the total amount paid from the Exche- 
quer for the Army, Garda. avd primary edu- 
cation services in the same year . 

“Apart from the fact that the manufac- 
turing end of the industry affords direct em- 
ployment to 7,520 persons, the industry sup- 


ports a jong line of ancillary industries and | 


services such as malting (1,012 persons), en- 
gineering, transport, etc., which form no 
small part of the economic life of the country. 

“The distribution of the drink industry 4 
products probably affords more employment 
than their manufacture, 

“By the system of licensing distribution. 
the State has caused to be built up a vast 
superstructure, involving a huge amount of 
eapital and the livelihocd of over 11,000 
licensees, Allowing, say, five persons per 
house, including staff and family, the distr!- 
bution of drink alone supports over 50,000 
persons, 

“ Without tracing its indirect effect on 
agriculture or the employment that the col- 
lection of the duties affords, we submit that 
the above figures establish the drink industry 
as one of the most. and in some cases the 
most, important industry in the State. 

“The heavy decline in recent years in the 
revenue from spirits and wines and (with 
the exception of the present year) also from 
beer, taken in conjunction with the fact thal 
between 1928 and 1952 over 300 licences went 
out of existence. shows the depressed coti- 
dition of the industry, and that some relief 
was called for. 

““One penny per pint off beer in England 
increased its consumption. by 16 per cent., 
and caused an increase in the purchase of 
home-grown barley of 24 per cent. 

‘Would an increase of 16 per cent. in the 
consumption of beer in this country be detri- 
mental to the social well-being? We say 
not. The convictions for drunkenness in the 
Free State have fallen from 18.3 per 10,000 
of the population in 1927 to 13.2 in 1931. 
This shows a condition of affairs as regards 
sobriety which a small increase in consump- 
tion would not alter.’’

BROADCAST, 


The President of the Royal Ulster Agri- 
cultural Society (the Right Hon. J. Milne 
Barbour) last night gave a broadcast tal‘ 
from the Belfast Station about the society s 
coming Show. Last year, he said, the 
attendance was the largest at any agricul- 
tural show in the United Kingdom, but 
they would not be content unless they 
created a fresh “ record ” this year. The 
entries for live-stock, poultry, and produce 
exhibits this year totalled 2,215. The 
spectacular feature of the coming Show 
would, undoubtedly, be the new exhibition 
hall. Every confidence was entertaine’ 
that all would be in good order for the 
Show. 

The crowning feature of the Show would 
be the visit of the Duke of Gloucester 
and Earl of Ulster, who had graciously 
consented to come to Belfast for the pur- 
pose of declaring open the new building 
on Tuesday next. 

The new building, he said, was an im- 
portant contribution to the architectural! 
features of the city, and would afford a 


convenient venue for exhibitions and large | 


gatherings of a social, educational, an‘l 
commercial nature, for which there had 
not, so far, been suita»le accommodation.

WHISTLER’S MOTHER. 

The American papers are poking fun at 
the ‘‘mother’’ stamp. Mr. Dale Harmison 
writes to the CAicago TJritune from New 
York :— 

‘* Postmaster General Farley, whose 
artistic career up to now has not received 
the attention he might have wished, found 
himself to-day on the receiving end of a 
telegram from the artists’ aan that 
minced no words. The telegram concerned 
itself with Mr. Far.ey’s inspired tribute to 
the mothers of America—the postage stamp 
bearing what purports to be a  eproduction 
of Whistler’s ‘Mother’ portrait, 
with the postoffice department’s tender 
sentiment, fá memory and in honor of the 
mothers of America,” and the added informa- 
tion, ‘U. 8. postage—three cents.’ The 
artists are particularly indignant at Mr. 
Farley for the imsertion in the reproduction 
of what one of them calls a * Woolworth-. 
Kresge motif, ths same consisting of a 
‘ten-cent’ vase of flowers.” This would 
seem a generous gesture on the part of the 
postofiice department—s ten-cent vase of 
flowers on a three-cent stamp—but the artists 
do not see it that way. 


PICTURE MUTILATED. 

“In adapting the Whistler picture for 
use as a stamp, such liberties have been 
taken in the reproduction that it amounts 
to a mutilation of the artist’s original 
picture,” the telegram said. '' This is a 
serious transgression of professional ethics. 
Our federal government has thus, in 
this case, demonstrated most clearly the 
helpless position of its artist-creator and 
the dire need of an adequate copyright bill 
for his protection.” ; 

In putting Whiustler’s “Mother” on a 
three-cent stamp the government has 
‘eliminated the walls and draperies. The 
artistic surgery went so far, artists pointed 
out, as to cut off the very feet of Whistler's 
‘* Mother,’” and—as though that were not 
enough—to do away with even the tootstool 
ou which the feet rest. 

The government did away with these de- 
tails; but, as one artist bitterly said to-day, 
it found plenty of room for its own legend: 

é 5. Hostage—Ín memory and in honor 
of the mothers of America—Three cents.” 

HISTORY OF THE PORTRAIT. 

In 1881, ten years after the American 
painter completed it in London, the portrait 
was sent to the United States in quest of a 
purchaser The Pennsylvan:: Academy of 
Fine Arts hung it ‘‘not in the place of 
honor,’’ writes Joseoh Pennell, famous 
etcher and Whistler’s biographer, but in the 
narrow north corridor weside a staircase, 
The painting made an unsuccessful tour of 
America and was returned to London still 
Whistler’s property. 

So much criticism had been heaped on 
Whistler's head by British critics during his 
London residence that I finally began to 
exhibit his pictures in the salons of Faris. 
In 187], the year it was painted, the por- 
trait of his mother had been submitted to 
tae British Royal Academy. A committee 
decided to reject it, but one member 
threatened to resign if the picture were not 
hung. Fearing a scandal, the committee 
i reversed its decision. This was the last time 
Whistler ever sent a picture to the Academy's 
annual show. 

In the Pari. salon of 1883 Whistler's 
“ Mother ' won third prize, a high honour 
for a foreigner. Quietly be told friends he 
would like to see the picture purchased for 
the Luxembourg Museum. In 1891, it is 
said, Clemenceau, who oven then was a figure 
of consequence in Paris, induced the Ministry 
of Fine Arts to purchase it. Whistler was 
offered 4,000 franes (about 660 dollars), with 
apologies—and accepted in a lette: full of 
gratitude for the consideration the French 
had shown him and his work, 

Thousands of reproductions were made 
and sold, and the publishers grew rich on 
the proceeds, Too late, Whistler discovered 
he no longer had the copyright. The 
French Government. still owns the portrait

In the 
United States of America, where travel had 
become an integral = of education, no 

rary was without its 
travel section. To all those libraries and 
travel organisagions copies of the various 
publications of the Irish Tourist Association 
were available free. Inquiries from. the United 
States of America and Great Britain revealed 
that this distribution work was effecting a 
good purpose, and was interesting people 
who bad never seen Ireland, 

A recent note from the public library in 
Cleveland, Ohio, asked for an additional 
supply of the Irish Tourist Association's 
literature, This example was typical of what 
was being done by the travel sections of the 
libraries America and Canada, and gave 
some idea of the thirst for information on 
Irish travel.

Food for Britain. 


Within the next few weeks the British 
Government must decide its policy in 
regard to meat imports—a policy which, 
for good or bad, will have a vital influence 
on the fortunes of the Free State. Under 
the Ottawa agreements Britain promised 
not. fo impose any restriction on imports 
of meat from Australia and New Zealand 
before the Bth June; and the two 
Dominions, in their turn, undertook to 
‘use their best endeavours’’ to ensure 
that their exports of meat to Britain 
would not become excessive. At the same 
time, Britain took steps to reduce imports 
from foreign countries; and, as things 
happened, Mr. de Valera’s “economic war ”’ 
cut supplies of fresh meat from the Free 
State in half. It might have been sup- 
posed that, with all these restrictions 
operating at once, the price of meat on the 
British market would have risen by a 
substantial margin. Actually, the price 
has continued to fall; for not only have 
the people of Britain, for some reason, 
reduced their consumption of meat, but 
the two Dominions have not kept their 
undertaking to restrict supplies, and are 
sending mote meat to England than they 
sent before the Ottawa agreements. The 
British Government’s admitted policy is to 
restore the fortunes, first, of the home 
farmers, and, secondly, of the Dominion 
farmers. It realises that, to this end, 
imports must be reduced still farther, and 
for a long time past it has besought the 
Governments of Australia and New 
Zealand to fulfil their share of the under- 
taking, pointing out that while the 
Dominions continue to flood the British 
market with meat there can be no hope of 
an increase in prices. The Dominions 
have not taken Britain’s request too 
kindly, with the that she 
probably will be forced to take the matter 
into her own hands. As the Daily 
Telegraph observes, she either may guar- 
antee prices for the home producer and 
imports—a

One might ask, as Australia and New 
Zealand have asked, why Britain does not 
merely cut down her supplies of meat from 
all foreign countries, and leave supplies 
from the Dominions untouched. The 
answer is that she wishes to keep her 
foreign markets for manufactured goods. 
If she prohibits all imports of meat from, 
say, the Argentine, the Argentine almost 


They represent the | 
ancien régime, and, although they have 
been treated with wise generosity by the 
Czechoslovak majority, they cannot be ex- 
pected to be enthusiastic supporters of the 
new dispensation. It is a remarkable fact, 
therefore, that the German parties have 
decided to support Masaryk’s re-election 
as President of the «Republic. They 
evidently realise that in him they have a 
man whose whole life has been dedicated 
to the service of human liberty, whose 
mind is free from all pettiness or 
prejudice, and whose love for his people 
knows no barrier of race or creed. Men 
of the Masaryk stamp are rare in Europe 
to-day. There is no lack of forceful 
personalities. Dictators are springing up 
like mushrooms; but they are enemies, 
rather than champions, of that democracy 
which Masaryk personifies. 

Masaryk created a State, which has 
maintained its democracy in the teeth of 
all opposition. Czechoslovakia to-day 's 
a democratic oasis in a desert of sterile 
dictatorships. Hitler in Germany, Pil- 
sudski in Poland, Dollfuss in Austria, 
Gémbés in Hungary—every one in his 
own way is doing something to strangle 
human freedom, whereas the Czecho- 
slovaks are maintaining the traditions of 
parliamentary government. This fact is 
of particular importance at present; for 
political forces in Central and South- 
Eastern Europe are beginning to realign 
i themselves on the basis of new friend- 
ships and makeshift alliances, France 
and Italy, to say nothing of Germany, 
are sparring for position, Signor Musso- 
lini, whose personal ambition seems to 
know no limit, is anxioys to spread 
Italian influence over the Balkan Penim 
sula, and also, by the grant of political 
and economic favours to Austria and 
Hungary, to counterbalance French in- 
fluence in Central Europe. Bulgaria's 
ccup d'état has disappointed his hopes 
for the time being, inasmuch as the new 
Bulgarian dictator proposes to make an 
alliance with the Yugoslavs, thus linking 
his country up with Rumania and Czecho- 
slovakia, and in the long run possibly 
with Poland. Czechoslovakia is the lynch- 
pin of this whole collection of States. 
She is the only one of them with a demo- 
cratic Government, and her influence in 
their councils is growing stronger every 
She a comparatively small 
population of thirteen millions, 
prising several distinct nationalities ; yet 
she is the one really stable country in 
Central and South-Eastern Europe. The 
fact that she is in close touch with France 
has strengthened her position to some 
extent; but her most valuable asset lies

Democracy’s Outpost. 


To-morrow, in the historic Vladislav Hall 
in Prague, Thomas Garrigue Masaryk will 
be re-elected President of the Czechoslovak 
Republic. He has held this  highly- 
honoured post since the establishment ot 
the Republic nearly sixteen years ago. 
and to-morrow’s election will be the third 
to be held under the Constitution. 
Athough Masaryk is eighty-four years of 
age, he is one of the most active men in 
his country. His position as head of the 
Czechoslovak State is no sinecure ; for his 
advice is sought by leaders and members 
of all parties, and he works harder than 
many men who are less than half his age. 
The Great War threw up a number of out- 
standing personalities; but there is very 
little doubt that in Thomas Garrigue 
Masaryk it produced a statesman who 
stands head and shoulders over his con- 
temporaries. He was well over sixty when 
the War started; yet not only did he 
fashion a Republic out of the wreckage ol 
part of the old Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
but he has guided its destinies ever since. 
and has lived to see his motherland 
become one of the most prosperous States 
in Europe. No other statesman in the 
world to-day commands the same measure 
of respect and affection from his people as 
Masaryk. There are three million Germans |

The 
average ‘listener is hardly such. an enthu- 
siast as to insist on wireless entertainment 
from the time when he leaves his bed to 
the time when he re-enters it, and the 
absence of an early morning broadcast is 
no great hardship. If the British public 
can find cause for complaint, however, the 
Free State citizen has even better reason 
for criticism. The B.B.C. is accused of 
tardiness because it starts its day at 10.15 
a.m., but this is more than three hours in 
advance of the Irish stations. At the other 
end of the scale, Great Britain carries on 
to midnight, and other European stations 
are sometimes much later; but Athlone 
‘‘ closes down ” at 11 p.m. Without seek- 
ing for too much of a.good thing, surely 
the Free State listeners may ask for a 
little more than their present rather meagre 
allowance.

NO DATE FOR CONFERENCE 
FIXED. 

As the annual conferences of the Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association and the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers’ and Fire- 
men both take place next week, it is 
anticipated that if no conference between 
the Great Southern Railway Company and 
the unions takes place within the next few 
days the wages question will not be dealt 
with until next month. 

- It is suggested that the date of the next 
meeting should be Wednesday, June 6th, 
but this has not been definitely settled. : + 

Since the parties failed to agree to an 
alteration of the terms of the 1933 set!t!e- 
ment the arrangements made last year 
have been put into operation Ly the Grea‘ 
Southern Railways pending the conclusion 
of a new agreement. Under these arrange- 
ments the 10 per cent. deduction in the 
wages of the clerical grades is replaced by 
a 75 per cent. deduction from the 
Ist May. The revised scale is in opera- 
tion, with the result that the clerks are 
now several shillings per weck better off 
than they were a month ago. As the 
other grades were under a 7} per cent. 
cut only, their wages remain the same. 

In honouring the arrangement in this 
manner, even though secking a further 
cut in wages, the company has done much 
to maintain peace in the industry. and 
for this- reason there is little danger of 
unofficial action on the part of the men 
pending the hearing of the case by the 
Irish Railway Wages Board or a definite 
settlement by direct negotiations.

MASTER M'GRATH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—Might I supplement from my doggy 
records your interesting note on the famous 
greyhound, Master M‘Grath? In the official 
Stud Book the surname is always given as 
“M'Grath,” not ' McGrath,” the apostrophe 
heing used. He was whelped in 1866 at 
Colligan Lodge, three miles from Dungarvan, 
the residence of Mr. James Galwey, land 
agent to the Earl of Dartrey. His dam was 
Lady Sarah, the property of Mr. Galwey, 
and his sire was Dervock, owned by (I 
believe) Mr. R. M. Douglas, of Port Ballan- 
trae, Co Antrim. Lady Sarah was a small 
black bitch, and Dervock a large red and 
white dog. Out of a litter of seven, three 


| were dogs, who were put out to walk with 


tenants on the estate. The story of 
“ M'Grath ” being the ‘‘cull”’ of the litter, 
and only saved by the kennel boy, is now 
discredited. He was sent to walk with 
Thomas Ducey, of Ballymacenogue.. He had 
a nephew living with him called M'‘Grath, 
who looked after the puppy, and when the 
puppies were brought to Mr. Galwey’s to 
be tried the “M'Grath ” puppy naturally 
was so identified and named 

At his first trials ‘‘M‘Grath” did not do 
well, as he was too fat, and the boy was 
told to give him to Sir Nugent Humble. 
This was not done, as John Harvey, Mr. 
Galwey’s trainer, had a good idea of the 
puppy and kept him. In 1867 Mr. Galwey 
took a string of dogs to run at the Lurgan 
meeting, and '“ M'Grath ” was nominated for 
the Visitors’ Cup, which he won easily. It 
was then decided to enter ‘“‘M‘Grath”’ for 
the Waterloo Cup, and, as Lord Lurgan was 
the only Irishman who, at that time, held a 
nomination, he was entered in ‘his name. 
Lord Lurgan used the prefix “ Master ” for 
his dogs, and “M'Grath ” was entered as 
‘*Master M‘Grath.”’ His two brothers were 
afterwards at stud, one as Master Hern, or 
Ahearne, and the other as Master McFadden, 
the former at Colligan, and the latter at 
Kirkdale, England. The only litter sister | 
have heard of is “‘Lady Meta.” I have 
heard it said that “‘ Master M'Grath ” had 
no descendants. This is incorrect. Such 
famous greyhounds as Redgauntlet, Hopjack, 
Speyfontein, Harmonican, and  Clunagh 
Fiddler have him in their pedigree. 

1 do not touch on his racing career, which 
is well known. There are still two unsettled 
questions discussed: Did Lord Lurgan ever 
become, sole owner, or was it only a coursing 
partnership with Mr. Galwey? (The evidence 
is strongly in favour of absolute ownership 
by Lord Lurgan.) And: What happened to 
Master M‘Grath in the 1870 Waterloo Cup— 
was he doped, as many hold, or only out of 
condition? It was the only occasion of his 
defeat, and the description of his running 
was ‘‘when slipped for the course M‘Grath 


ran blindly, made a desperate —s to

Master M‘Grath, coloured black with white 
shoulder, was on the small side, only 55ib.

HORSE BREEDING, 


“The Council in June last arranged for a 
deputation to the Minister for Agriculture on 
the question of horse breeding. A deputa- 
tion representing the Association and the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Association of Ireland 
saw Dr. Ryan by appointment. They pointed 
out that in 1931, the last complete year in 
which horses were exported from the Irish 
Free State to Great Britain free of duty, 
10,818 horsbs, value £1,960.595, were sent to 
England.’’ . In August, 1932, the tariffs were 
first imposed, and between then and May, 
1933, a total of 3,565 horses, valued at 
£206.955 had been imported into Great 
Britain. 

"Thig, it was pointed out, would represent 


a total revenue of £50,000 collected by the 
tritish Government, which is relatively small 
compared to the total sum raised by the agri- 
cultural tariffs on Irish produce but its 
incidence is particularly severe, owing to the 
small number of breeders and owners of stud 
farms, 


GOVERNMENT BOUNTY. 

“ Dr. Ryan received the deputation sympa. 
thetically, but expressed himself as unable to 
do anything in the matter. It was a matter 
really for Great Britain. Following this 
deputation, one of the members of it inter- 
viewed Mr. J. H. Thomas, who was impressed 
by the figures shown him. He stated that 
there was no desire to kill horse-breeding ir 
Jreland, as it was recognised that the indus 
try was one of importance to England as well, 
and he undertook to make representations to 
the Cabinet. Subsequently it was conveyed

FATAL WATERFORD 
COLLISION.

An accident of a particularly distress- 
ing nature occurred near Fenor, Co. 
Waterford, last evening, when a young 
girl, Miss Dorothy Shirley, a native of 
County Kildare, lost her life as a result 
of a collision between a motor cycle and 
a motor lorry. 

Miss Shirley, who was a member of the 
staff of Messrs. Goode, drapers, UVun- 
garvan, set out for a tour in Co. Water- 
ford, accompanied by a friend named 
Albert Murphy, Drummond House, 
Clonagoole, Co. Wicklow, on a motor 
cycle. Miss Shirley occupied the pillion 
seat. When they turned homewards for 
Dungarvan, about half-past four in the 
evening, they ¢ravelled along a by-road 
in the direction of Fenor, Tramore, and 
had just emerged from this side road and 
turned the corner when the motor cycle 
collided with a heavy coal lorry travelling 
from Annestown to Fenor, and the cyclist 
and girl were thrown with great force to 
the roadway. When picked up both were 
found to be unconscious, and were taken 
to the house of the Rev. Father McGrath, 
Fenor, where medical aid was summoned. 

It was then discovered that Miss 
Shirley had died almost instantaneously. 
Murphy was rushed by ambulance to 
Waterford Infirmary, where he lies un- 
conscious, and his condition is reported 
as being extremely grave. 

An inquest on Miss Shirley was formally 
opened this afternoon at Fenor, and 
adjourned to a date to be fixed later. 

Robert Power, the driver of the lorry, 
was subsequently charged at a special 
court to-day with causing the death of 
the girl, and remanded on bail. 

Miss Shirley’s relatives live in Canada, 
and she was staying with a woman friend 
in Co. Kildare,

COMMERCIAL 
MENS’ TRIBUTE. 
AN AMALGAMATION 
SCHEME, 


Tributes to the value cf newspaper adver- 
oe es paid at the annual cdépference of 


the United Commercial Travellers’ Associa- 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland which can- 
cluded at Belfast yésterday. 

Mr. F. Clarke, of Bristol, moving a resolu- 

tion which would qualify those who sell ad- 
vertising space for membership of the assocja- 
tion, said that they did not want to lower 
the standard of ihe commercial traveller or 
to bring in the bag-men who sold tea and 
other commodities from door-to-door, 
_ Newspaper advertising had become a very 
important factor in business. People nowa- 
days had more confidence in buying adver- 
tised goods. Men who sold space exercised 
the highest form of salesmanship, for they 
had *to stimulate the imagination and . pass 
on the conviction that advertising was a 
source of revenue. 


DOUBLED SALES. 


It was the space seller who eonvinced 
Messrs. Guinness that advertising was good 
for them. Who were responsible for doubling 
their sales in Great Britain? There could 
be no doubt that the man who sold space 


exercised the highest type of salesmanship. 

The man who tried to sell an idea was 
exercising a higher type of salesmanship 
altogether than the man who placed his 
samples on the counter: He required greater 
initiative, courage, and imagination im con- 
vineing the business community that advertis- 
ing was an investment and not an expense. 

Ir. F. Blunt, of Stockport, opposing, said 
that space-sellers were admirable. men, but 
they should not forget that the name 
‘commercial traveller’? was originally applied 
to those who sold or got orders for commodi- 
ties and godds in bulk. 

The proposal was defeated, 

A motion for the amalgamation of the 
United Commercial Travellers’ Association 
area and the British Commercial 
Travellers’ Association (Federated), and a 
scheme for the purpose, was proposed by Mr. 
Charles Davenport (Southport), who said 
that he had had a hand in most of the reforms 
of their Association, but he had never been 
more sincere in any cause he was pleading.

No scheme could be evolved without some 
slight sacrifice on the part of both sides 
negotiating, and the members of their associa- 
tion should be prepared .to make sacrifices 
in the same way as their friends.

MOTOR BILL IN 
COMMITTEE. 


NEGLIGENT DRIVING 
PENALTIES.

N the Northern Parliament to-day, the 
| Motor Bill, designed to secure greater 
safety on the roads in Northern Ireland, 
was considered on the Committee stage. 
Dozens of amendments were tabled to the 
measure, including a large number moved by 
Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) on behalf of the 
Ulster Automobile Association. 

Mr. H. Minford (Unionist) objected to the 
imposition of a minimum penalty of £1 for 
reckless driving. He contended that the 
penalties to be inflicted should be left to the 
discretion of the Resident Magistrates. 

Professor R. J. Johnstone supported this 
view. He was in favour of a maximum 
enalty which a magistrate should not exceed, 
but he contended that it was a wrong prin- 
ciple in law to impose minimum penalties. 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) said that the Government was deter- 
mined to put down this class of road offence 
by placing heavier penalties upon ‘‘road 
hogs’’ who were guilty of reckless driving 
and gambling with the lives of the people. 

Following a suggestion by Mr. Beattie 
(Labour), to the effect that a distinguishing 
mark should be devised which plain clothes 
detectives could wear in order to produce, 
when holding up a car, the Minister of Home 
Affairs agreed to look into the matter. 

The amendment was withdrawn in the 
meantime. 

Mr. H. Minford criticised the provision 
which empowers the police to stop and in- 
spect motor cars for mechanical defects. He 
contended that if the cars were perfect ir 
regard to the tyres, steering and brakes it 
was no business of the Minister what was the 
mechanical fitness of a car. 

The Minister of Home Affairs said that the 
police — had powers to stop- public 
service vehicles, and he had yet to learn 
that they had made undue use of these 
powers. Many cars were on the road tied 
with pieces of string. They should not be 
on the roads. He wanted the power in the 
bill in order to prevent accidents. 

The amendment was rejected without a 
division. 

The Minister of Home Affairs resisted an 
amendment to establish a speed limit for 
motor cars of 25 miles per hour in built-up 
areas in Northern Ireland, but undertook to 
consider sympathetically any proposal put 
forward by any local authority for a speed 
limit in their area, 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

The Committee stage was concluded, and 
the House adjourned at 9 p.m.

Eight of the nineeen rifles stolen by the 
gang have been recovered, accérding to a 
message received from the ‘President of the 
Faridkot State Council in reply to Reuter’s 
inquiry. . 

The State troops and police came up 
with the prisoners within half-an-hour of 
their escape about three miles from 
Faridkot, and in the encounter that 
followed threo prisoners were killed and 
six others arrested. Later another five 
were arrested.
